7 ican people is found in the fact that in the eyes of too many voters the party 
looms up bigger than the country. They are politically near sighted. A ma- 

jority of the members of the party can feel. the party’s danger; can com- 
prehend the party’s triumph; can understand the direction the party is taking. But 
they rarely go farther in their political adventures than their party interests lead them. 
They are with their party, right or wrong. They refuse to see that their country may 
suffer from their party’s errors, or, if seeing, they trust to Providence to take care 
of the country and vote a straight ticket. 

In this majority of the adherents of the party, which sees only party triumph or 
failure in an election, there is a subdivision—in the majority of the majority—which 
sees the triumph of the personal fortunes of some man or some group of men or the 
failure of this man or group, and believes party success is secondary to factiona! suc- 
cess. These men must have their politics dramatized around a human figure or clique 
before their minds can grasp the situation. These men are the party workers—the 
men who get out the vote, who attend the caucuses, fill the. conventions, fight at the 
primaries, and hew the wood and draw the water of politics, in the blessed hope that 
some day they may be promoted to the places wherein their fellow partisans are mak- 
ing a living out of politics. Party principies are remote abstractions to these gentle- 
men; and in the ordinary calm days of peace country and considerations of patriotism 
are as vague beatitudes that shimmer like a mirage upon the horizon of their con- 
sciousness and disappear in the work days altogether. | 


: Good Citizens, but Blind to Graft. 

Personally, these men are good citizens, in the sense that they pay their debts, are 
perfectly honest fathers, husbands, brothers, and sons; and when a bank clerk or an 
insurance president goes wrong they may be depended on to form public sentiment to 
convict him. But let their factional leader be caught red handed stealing from the peo- 
ple or boodling, and to a man these factionalists rise to his defense, defaming his 
prosecutor, excusing his misconduct, and nailing the tin-halo of martyrdom above his 
crooked face. 

These men of factions regard the rise in this land of men like Deneen, Kent, La 
Follette, Bristow, and Roosevelt as arch enemies to the republican party, and their 
methods and ideals as Miss Nancyism gone mad, To partisans of the narrow caste 
and factional] sect government is graft, the cross on the straight ticket is the one sure 
requirement for the crown of party reward, and a man who disturbs the course of party 
benefits, between the cross and the crown, for mere academic reasons based on the 
moral character of the candidate, is a disturber, a dangerous man, a young lady in 
politics—in short, a reformer.

When grafters govern, government is graft; and the party system as it is now or- 
ganized breeds grafters. August W. Machen is now under sentence for stealing in the 
postofiice department, with a dozen untried indictments behind him. He is just such a 
thief as the ordinary police court crook—with a record as a dead beat and a swindler 
back of him for twenty years. Machen himself was appointed as a democrat. Yet 
when he was attacked by the honest officers of the law, the belief that a public office 
is & private snap was so firmly stamped on the official mind at WasLington that re- 
publican senators, republican congressmen, and republican national committeemen 
hastened to caution the administration that the party’s good demanded feat the postal 
investigation be deferred. 

In the case of Beavers, chief of 1 division of salaries and allowances, 
though he stole openly and his confederates have paid the penalty of their share in 
‘Mis peculations, his case threatened to become a party issue in his state. The poli-

The idea of giving the people the benefit of the doubt does not seem to come to 
wen high up in the party system when it is organized on the spoils basis and 
When itg leaders are machine spoilsmen. But President Roosevelt went to the end 
with his investigation, and it is to his great credit that he has made Rebert J. Wynne 
postmaster general, for Wynne was the first high official in the postoffice depart- 
ment to call the president's attention to the crookedness of Machen and Beavers. 
® This act of the president spells his attitude toward graft in big letters, so that a 


 wayfaring man, though a fool, may read them.

But the ‘president's attitude toward graft is not important, unless the people sus- 
Sein him. The punishment of a group of thieves in one department of the federal

Polls taken by both parties show that there 
has been a general lining up of democrats 
to a significant degree in all the city wards 
of New York and Brooklyn. Practically all 
the democrats who-voted for McKinley are 
going back or have gone back into the demo- 
cratic camp and will be sure to vote for 
Parker. This includes all the so-called gold 
democratic” element in the city so far as 
it relates to the rank and file, but it does 
not include a good many representative and 
wealthy men who will vote for Roosevelt 
and for Herrick, because they feel it would 
be unwise for business reasons to encourage 
a change. 

On the other hand, there is evidence of a 
certain trend from Bryan to Roosevelt. This 
represents a class of voters who went with 
Bryan not on the money question but be- 
cause they believed him to be antagonistic 
to corporations, and now they are turning 
toward Roosevelt for the same reason. 


Tammany Will Make Record. 

In spite of these side issues, however, all 
reports agree that the democratic plurality 
in greater New York is to be a record 
breaker. Two years ago Coler carried Man- 
hattan and the Bronx by 86,000. He worked 
up 27,000 more in Brooklyn, and yet Coler 
was beaten in the face of a small vote for 
Odell up state. In the mayoralty election 
last year McClellan carried Manhatian and 
the Bronx by only 56,000, and the result was 
a standoff in Brooklyn. But of course last 
year's election was not a fair test of ty 
strength. There were municipal issues in- 
volyed. There was some splitting of the 
democratic vote, and Low undoubtedly se- 
cured large democratic and independent 
strength, especially in Brooklyn. 

Coler’s majority in greater New York of 
125,000 in round numbers is a maximum

USES SPIRIT AS TELEGRAPH, 


Message Sent Across Ocean by 


FOUR WORDS ARE CARRIED. 


Prof. Hyslop of Columbia, Tells of 
_ Psychic Achievement. 


— 


New York, Oct. 30.—[ Special. IA system of 
wireless telegraphy which works without ap- 
paratus has been installed between the Unit- 
ed States and England, according to the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research. The message 
was transmitted practically instantaneously 
between Mrs. Piper, the medium whose doings 
were the subject of a long and sensational re- 


f 


| port two or three years ago, and an English 


medium with whom the Society of Psychical 

Research has made many experiments. It 

was part of a prearranged plan for the ex- | 
periment, according to Prof. James Hyslop of 

Columbia university, wlio stands sponsor for 

Mrs. Piper, and conducts the society's ex- 

periments with her. 


The message was sent in English. It con- 
sisted of four English words, but was writ- 


ten off by the British medium in Latin. This, | 


says Prof. Hyslop, is owing to the peculiar: 
manzer in which communications are carried 
on between controls on the other side of 
death and living mediums. It is a process, 
he says, not readily comprehended by the un- 
scientific mind. 

It was not telepathy; that is a straight com- 
raunication of one mind with another. Prof. 
Hyslop is certain on, that potnt. It was done 
through the agency of a spirit. 

“IT am not at liberty to tell the wording of 
the message or the exact conditions of the 
experiment,” said Prof.“ Hyslop tonight. 
„That will all come out in the next report of 
the society, together with a great many ad- 
yanced experiments which we have been 
making since our last report. The full pub- 
lication of the facts will explain why the 
message was transmitted in Latin. 


Receiver Did Not Know Latin. 
"The conditions were such that it came 
through the medium’s subliminal conscious- 
ness in that language. Understand, she 
doesn’t know Latin herself. 

“The public does not understand the prob- 
able relations between a medium and his 
control—by ‘tontrol’ I mean a spirit, or 
whatever it is which is sending the message. 
The medium, as every one knows, is in an 
abnormal mental condition when the mes- 
sage is received—a clairvoyant condition we 
call it. 

25 What every one does not know is that the 
control himself probably enters an abnormal 
mental condition before he, too, can senda 


Tells of Another Strange Case. 

“This is not the first instance in our ex- 
periments, although it is the first instance 
in which the attempt has been deliberate. 
Some time ago one of our members who lives - 
near Chicago was holding communication 
with a deceased relative through a medium. 
Suddenly the question was asked: 

„ Why is Helen playing the piano?’ 

„Helen is his daughter and was then at 
home near Chicago. He took the time at 
once; it was 11:36 a. m. Computing the differ- 


ence in time he telegraphed to his wife asking 


what Helen was doing between 11 and 11:40 
o'clock that morning, Boston time. The 
answer came: * 

* Practicing on piano.’ 

“The medium herself knew nothing about 
his daughter Helen and her habits. To the 
daughter Helen. 


Greatest Precautions Used. 

“Tp the latest experiment with transmission 
between the United States and England we 
used every precaution to {Insure against acci- 
dent, collusion, or fraud. I do not know if 
it was transmitted instantaneously. It was 
certainly sent and delivered inside of half 


anhour. The sentence used was not a stock 


phrase which might be hit upon at the other 
end by guesswork. It was an unusual phrase 


made up at the moment of sending. 


„As nearly as we can make out the con- 
ditions in the spirit. world are such that space 
ls not a factor with them. That ability to 
command space seems to be common with 
them. A thousand miles is no more than an 
inch. However, we have made only a few 
experiments in that direction. 


hy Mrs. Piper Was Chosen. 
I may say while we are speaking of Mrs. 
Piper that she is not the only medium we 


have used in our experiments. We have sev- 


eral others. But she is the only one, in this 
country at least, with whom we have con- 
ducted elaborate experiments surrounded by 
all the precautions of scientific method and 
carried on through many years. The pre- 
cautions we took in the beginning were un- 


usual. 

„We found her as a professional medium. 
We tested her for nearly a year by sending 
to her persons whom she had never seen be- 
fore and whose names, in all human proba- 
bility, she had never heard before. Then she 
was watched by detectives. After that she 
was sent to England. Her baggage was cere-

SEVERS ARTERY AND JUMPS. 


Three Others Are Vietims „and Double.

When Christ Bentekes, a » charity patient 
at the Wesley hospital, killed himself yes- 
terday morning by severing an artery in his 
wrist and then jumping from a third story 
window he aroused the admiration of his at- 
tending physician, Dr. William E. Schroeder. 

Bentekes was driven to suicide by pain and 
the certainty that he could not live much 
longer, anyway.” Dr. Schroeder found jus- 
tification for the deed, based on his experi- 
ence of years as a member of the visiting 
staffs of physicians at both the Wesley and 


+ the Cook county hospitals. 


From Ws know of Bentekes’ case,” 
said Dr. Schroeder, I certainly should say 
he was justified in killing himself—that he 
simply did the best thing under the circum- 


stances, Uncensciously, perhaps, he did a 


good piece of reasoning.“

Reports from interior counties, and par- 
ticularly the extreme northern and north- 
western sections of the state unite in indicat- 
ing an enormous farmer vote for Roosevelt. 
In many cases it will certainly exceed that 
for McKinley. because. in spite of their prox- 
imity to the financial wisdom of Wall street, 
there were a good many poor farmers in 1896 
who Were enticed from the republican ranks 
by the specious silver theories of Bryan. 
Like the farmers in the west the countrymen | 
in New York state have been exceedingly 
prosperous, have received topmost prices for 
all their products. and have done so well 
that farming has once more become a profit- 
able occupation. Besides that, the presi- 
dent’s attitude on the trust question and the 
general record of his administration have 
made him an immense number of friends. 
The idea has gone abroad throughout the 
state that Parker is under the control of 
August Belmont, representing the big cor- 
porations, and of David B. Hill, who, to the 
farmer mind, represents about all there is 
of évil and underground work in modern 


politics. 


Odellism Was Hurtful. 


There is no doubt at all of the fact that im- 
mediately the nominations for governor were 
made there was a distinct chill among the re- 
publicans on theirstate ticket. This has been 
partially counteracted by the good work done 
under the direct supervision of Gov. Odell 
and by the fact that the democratic machine 
up the state is not in good working order, and 
in reality possesses few of the characteris- 
tics of a successful political organization. 

Tom Platt has come to the rescue of Hig- 
gins, and the old senator has sent broadcast 
over the state personal letters to the recog- 
nized workers in the republican party im- 
ploring them to stand by the state ticket. 
About 15,000 of these appeals have been 
mailed thus far, and in almost every case 
they have done good. The result is that 
Roosevelt and Platt between them are gradu- 
ally pulling Higgins out of the mud, and the 
farmers are drifting towards the belief that 
after all Higgins was not really Odell’s man. 

The most conservative estimates made both 
by democratic and republican canvassers 
give Roosevelt about 150,000 plurality up 
state. This is about the maximum expected 
in New York, so it readily will be seen that 
it is next to impossible for any one to esti- 
mate accurately just how much chance there 
is in either presidential candidate carrying 
his own state. 

Most republican speakers and leaders who 
have traveled over the state and with whom 
I have talked estimate that Roosevelt’s plu- 
rality outside of greater New York will be 
gonsiderably over 150,000, and probably may

reach 175,000. In these cases the estimate 


of 150,000 for Roosevelt up the state is a min- 
imum, while the estimate ef 150,000 for Par- 
ker in greater New York is a max!mum. On 
this account most political forecasters to- 
night give the state to Roosevelt by a com- 
paratively narrow margin. 

Campaign Practically Ended. 

So far as the preliminary work is con- 
cerned, the campaign not only in New York 
state but all over the country closed last 
night. That is to say, the routes of all im- 
portant speakers, the dates and places of all 
important meetings, and the headquarters 
work practically is over. 

The last meetings will be held next 
Saturday night, and in spite of the fact that 
Judge Parker is billed for a number of 
speeches in the closing week of the cam- 
paign, it is not estimated he will do much to 
change the result in New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut. 

His best friends admit thus far in the cam- 
paign the efforts of the democratic candi- 
date have been distinctly harmful to his own 
cause. 

Judge Parker, himself, however, cannot be 
made to see that. and I am told that the 
sturmping tour in the last week of the cam- 
paign was one of his own devising, and that 
it will be carried out against the wishes of 
some of his most trusted lieutenants. . -

of Educators Ask That das- 
didates for Professional Degrees Be 
Allowed Credit for Previous Studies.

A proposition to shorten the college course 
Reading tq, professional degree, discussed at 
the conference of the colleges of the interior 
at Northwestern uriversity in May, 1908, led 
yesterday to the suggestion of a plan where- 
by the time for legal and medical education 
might be shortened. 

The special committee appointed to con- 
sider the matter reported to Thomas F. Hol- 
gate, acting president of Northwestern, ad- 
vising the incorporation of regular first year 
médical and legal studies as fourth year 
work in the general college ¢urriculums. 
After this work has been completed in the 
undergraduate course, it is asked that the 
professional schools give credits for it to- 
ward granting M. D. or LL. B. degrees. 

An alternative suggested by the committee 
was that after completing three years’ work 
in the general college, students should be 
allowed to entcr the professional schools, 
and that their firet year’s work there should 
be accepted as completion of the study neces- 
Sary for the college degree, which would be 
Gtanted by the institution in which they 
earned the first three years’ credit. 

Dr. Holgate was in favor of the latter step, 
as it required so little change in tne present 
curriculums of the colleges, and would not 
be so difficult to put into operation as would 
the former.

And who says we are not ready for the 
music season of 1904-05? He should have 
stood in the corridor of the Fine Arts build- 
ing yesterday afternoon about 3:30 o'clock 
and counted the persons who were turned 
away from the Music hall, unable to obtain 
tickets for the piano recital by Josef Hof- 
mann. His count would have run well up into 
the hundreds, for that many were compelled 
to depart, unsatisfied. : 

The managerial countenance was clouded, 
for while nothing makes an impresario hap- 
pier than a full house, nothing makes him 
unhappier than to have to turn would-be 
patrons away.
